It’s Bad Legislation For Andover 


The town of Andover, with acre-lots in large sections 
of the town, may well be one of the targets of the Home- 
builder’s Association, which seeks state-required zoning 
for all communities. 

The Association’s basic goal is small lots — recom- 
mended in current legislation is a 15,000 foot lot for 
areas that have municipal water, but not sewerage. Lots 
would have to meet a 9,000 foot requirement in areas 
where there is also town sewerage. 

In result, Andover’s acre zone would provide room for 
about three times the number of houses that would pre- 
sently be allowed. As much of the town is in the acre 
zone, this means a substantial potential growth, beyond 
the predictions already in existence — which are based 
partly on local zoning of the moment. 

We are inclined to agree with the Homebuilders, who 
object to zoning that is restrictive and prohibitive — some 
communities talk about requiring nine acres for a house 
lot, for example. But we can not accept the idea that one 


Ultimate Authority? 


The power to set salaries of town employees has been 
given to the town manager, under the charter adopted in 
1958 and in effect since 1959, 

But the town meeting retains principal control, because 
it is the only appropriating agency in the town. The 
manager can not spend more than is allowed by town 
meeting. Thus a ceiling is placed on wages and salaries, 
and other expenses as well. 

But there is no requirement that the manager spend all 
of the money town meeting appropriates — and this is 
where the manager can exercise authority over wages. For 


acre lots, in rural areas, are too large. If we were to 
establish a criteria for others to follow, in fact, we would 
recommend acre lots as being fair to both homebuilders 
and to potential buyers. 

However, the over-riding fact in the current situation 
is that the Homebuilders’ Association wants the ‘Legisla- 
ture to establish lot sizes — this is a violation of home 
rule of such magnitude that we can not accept it for even 
a moment. And it is not valid reasoning, in our minds, to 
cite other state intrusions into the areas of local re- 
sponsibility as justifying the present proposal. 

We hope the bill is killed by the Legislature, on the 
specific grounds that zoning is a local responsibility. 

We note with interest that one developer in another 
section of the state sued the town, stating that its re- 
quirements were punitive and excessive. He won. 

This would seem to indicate that, wherever an injustice 
is being done by a community, the answer may well be 
found in the courts, rather than in the Legislature. 


How To Change Custom 


There is a lot to be said for extending the school year. 

We can think, off-hand, of a half-dozen substantial 
Supporting arguments for such a move. It’s logical — but 
far from inevitable. 

We suspect the most vociferous opponents, in the long 
run, would be parents whose vacation schedules or 
summer plans are disrupted. Hundreds and thousands of 
families have grown accustomed to having the summer to 
themselves, at least to the extent that a school-year 
schedule need not be followed. Families can go to camp 
and Dad can commute; others can take off for points far 


example, if a substantial wage increase should be voted 
by town meeting, and the funds were appropriated, we 
doubt whether the manager would have to carry out the 
increase, On the other hand, any manager who blatantly 


ignored the wish of town 


meeting probably would find 


himself seeking another position, in the not too distant 
future. Thus the manager, despite his basic professional 
Opinion, might very well carry out the vote of a town 
meeting, as it pertained to salaries, simply because this 


is the practical thing to do. 


This is the way town meeting can actually set salaries, 
even though it may be theoretically violating the town 


charter while doing so. 


We assume, looking at it from the other side of the 
fence, that an appropriation of less money than the 
manager wants, under salaries and wages, would result 
in reducing these items. For the manager can not spend 


what he does not have. 


Town meeting, then, seems to have retained practical 
power in the salary question, even if there is a legal 


debate involved.
